FOREWORD 

The  American  Philosophical  Society's  publications  cover  much 
of  the  development  of  American  science  and  thought  from  1769  to 
the  present  time.  In  order  to  make  this  material  readily  available, 
the  Society  has  prepared  this  index  to  its  publications,  in  which 
the  various  papers,  books,  treatises  and  monographs  are  classified 
according  to  subject  and  arranged  alphabetically  according  to 
author;  the  works  of  each  author  are  listed  chronologically. 

Publications  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society 

The  publications  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society  consist 
<N  of  Transactions,  Proceedings,  Memoirs  and  Year  Book. 

The  Transactions  is  the  oldest  scientific  journal  in  America 
with  a  continuous  history.  It  was  started  in  1769  and  six  volumes 
were  issued  in  small  quarto  format  up  to  1809;  this  is  known  as  the 
old  series  (indicated  by  o.s.  in  this  list);  it  is  out  of  print,  except 
for  a  few  numbers.  In  1818  a  new  series  was  started  in  the  present 
large  quarto  format  and  to  date  (1940)  thirty-one  volumes  have 
been  issued. 

The  Proceedings,  begun  in  1838,  contains  original  papers  which 
were  read  before  the  Society  as  well  as  others  accepted  for  publica- 
tion.    Following  the  custom  of  the  learned  societies  of  the  time, 
the  early  Proceedings  contains  abstracts  of  papers  read  before  the 
Society,  verbal  communications  and  letters  on  scientific  and  learned 
\/)  subjects,   minutes   of  meetings,   celebrations,   obituaries,   etc.     In 
\9  view  of  the  interest  and  value  of  some  of  this  material  for  the 
•    research  student  and  historian,  these  items  have  been  included  in 
\9  the  list  and  are  indicated  as  (Abs.),   (Verbal  comm.)  or  (Abs.  of 
^letter). 

The  Memoirs,  started  in  1935,  consists  of  monographs  of  book 
length  and  each  constitutes  a  separate  volume  of  the  series;  fifteen 
volumes  have  now  (1940)  been  issued. 
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The  Year  Book  is  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close 
of  each  calendar  year.  It  contains  among  other  items  the  Charter 
and  Laws,  list  of  Officers  and  Committees,  the  annual  report  of  the 
President  and  Officers,  important  acts  of  the  Society  and  Council, 
reports  of  all  standing  Committees,  a  catalogue  of  prizes,  premiums 
and  lectureships,  lists  of  all  members  together  with  those  elected 
and  deceased  during  the  year,  and  obituaries  of  deceased  members. 

In  1819  the  first  volume  of  "The  Transactions  of  the  Historical 
and  Literary  Committee"  appeared  in  three  numbers  dealing  with 
the  history,  manners,  customs  and  languages  of  the  American 
Indians.  The  second  volume  of  this  series  appeared  in  1838  and 
consisted  of  Peter  S.  Du  Ponceau's  "Dissertation  on  the  Nature 
and  Character  of  the  Chinese  System  of  Writing."  In  1843  part 
one  of  the  third  volume  of  the  series  was  published;  it  contained 
three  papers  read  during  the  special  sessions  following  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Society's  hundredth  anniversary;  no  further  numbers  of 
this  volume  were  ever  published.  Volumes  one  and  three  of  this 
series  are  out  of  print. 

In  addition  to  its  serial  publications,  the  American  Philosophical 
Society  has  published  or  has  sponsored  the  publication  of  a  number 
of  separate  works;  these  are  listed  under  "Miscellaneous  Publica- 
tions," the  titles  of  which  may  be  found  on  page  158. 

Except  as  indicated  in  this  list,  all  of  the  Society's  publications 
are  for  sale,  and  subscriptions  are  accepted  for  any  or  all  of  the 
series,  and  prices  of  back  numbers  are  given  on  page  148. 

Microfilm  Service 

The  Library  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society  maintains 
a  Photoduplication  Service  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  35  mm 
microfilm  copies  of  out-of-print  articles  and  manuscript  material. 
Printed  books  are  copied  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  standard  frame 
(24x36  mm),  usually  two  pages  per  exposure.  Manuscript  is 
copied  at  the  rate  of  4  cents  per  frame,  usually  one  page  per  exposure.
